Panama Pact 
Claim Denied 


Latins Say U.S. 
OKd Negotiations 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A high 
Latin American s o u r c e has 
claimed the United States com­ 
mitted itself in 1962 to renegoti­ 
ating the Panama Canal treaty, 
but the U.S. State Department 
says no such agreement was 
made. 
“There is not and never has 
been 
a 
secret 
governmental 
agreement between the United 
States and Panama concerning 
treaty relationships,” a State 
Department spokesman said in 
a prepared statement Sunday 
night. 
Earlier, the Latin American 
source said Panamanian offi­ 
cials told the Inter - American 
Peace Committee last month 
that a memorandum signed in 
1962 committed the U n i t e d 
States to renegotiate the 1903 
treaty, under which the United 
States runs the canal. 
Efforts by the committee to 
set 
up U.S.-Panama 
negotia­ 
tions after rioting Jan. 9 on the 
Canal 
Zone border collapsed 
over U.S. refusal to agree in 
advance 
to 
Panamanian 
de­ 
mands that the talks include re­ 
negotiation of the treaty. 
A committee of the Organi­ 
zation of American States is now 
looking into Panamanian charg­ 
es that the United States was an 
aggressor. The committee is 
seeking a basis for new U.S.- 
Panama talks. 
“There is no difference in the 
attitude of the U.S. government 
today toward treaty revision 
and that which existed in June 
1962,” the State Department 
said. 
“A memorandum being circu­ 
lated by Latin American sourc­ 
es never constituted agreement 
of any kind,” it said. “It is sim­ 
ply a memorandum of conversa­ 
tion describing certain condi­ 
tions which might entail treaty 
revision.” 
Arturo Morgan Morales said 
the agreement was s i g n e d 
shortly after talks in Washing­ 
ton between President Kennedy 
and Panamanian President Ro­ 
berto Chiari. As presented by 
Morales, the memorandum said 
the two presidents had agreed 
to appoint high-level represent­ 
atives to discuss mutual prob­ 
lems including the treaty.

Phillips said that according to 
Nossenko’s own statements “he 
is a staff officer of the KGB and 
until Feb. 4 (the date of his 
disappearance) he was assigned 
to Geneva on temporary duty 
from KGB headquarters in Mos­ 
cow.” 


'New Evidence'

Oswald's Mother 
Heard by Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald took “new 
evidence” before the Warren 
commission today which she 
says will prove that her son, 
Lee Harvey Oswald, did not 
fire the shots that killed John 
F. Kennedy. 
The 56 
year - oil practical 
nurse, who asked for a chance 
to appear before the presiden­ 
tial tribunal investigating the 
Kennedy assassination, is ex­ 
pected to contradict testimony 
made last week by Oswald’s 22- 
year-old widow. 
Marina Oswald told the com­ 
mission, and later a news con­ 
ference, that she did not like to 
believe that her husband killed 
President Kennedy Nov. 22 in 
Dallas, but the facts would not 
permit her to reach any other 
conclusion. 
Sessions of the commission, 
headed by Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, are closed, but Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald told report­ 
ers Sunday night: 
“I think my son is innocent, 
and 
Ithink I can produce evi­ 
dence that he is innocent 
I 
have documents, letters and 
other evidence. I think I can 
present a good case.” 
She said she has evidence 
which has not been brought out 
previously in the complex probe 
of the assassination, but re­ 
fused to explain just what 
it 
would show. 
Mrs. Oswald said she has 
been without wark since the as­ 
sassination, but had received 
$900 in gifts from persons who 
had written her. 
“ I’ve had 1.500 letters pro­ 
testing the way my son was 
tried in a few' hours and convict­ 
ed,” Mrs. Oswald said. 
Oswald was shot down two 
days after Kennedy’s death by 
Dallas night club operator Jack 
Ruby.

Soviet Chiefs

MOSCOW (AP) — Threatened 
with another bad crop year, 
P r e m i e r Khrushchev today 
opened a second special winter 
meeting of the Communist par 
ty Central Committee to discuss 
farm problems. 
The Communist party organ, 
Pravda, said the Kremlin meet­ 
ing will work out measures for 
increasing farm production by 
the use of more chemical ferti­ 
lizers, more mechanization and 
the

of 
scientific 
principles. 
The C e n t r a l committee’s 
membership is about 330, but 
hundreds of agricultural experts 
and political watchdogs also are 
attending. 
Western newsmen are barred 
from tile meeting. 
The meeting is a continuation 
of the Dec. 9 plenum. That one 
dealt primarily with plans to 
build a chemical fertilizer in­ 
dustry, which Khrushchev hopes 
will boost agricultural produc­ 
tion. 
Much of the Soviet Union has 
been in the grip of a hard win­ 
ter. It may cause another har 
vest disaster. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
tax cut bill which will save tax­ 
payers more than $11 billion 
yearly moves at full speed to­ 
day to a House-Senate confer­ 
ence and could be signed into 
law within three weeks. 
The final leg of the bill’s long 
Capitol Hill journey starts when 
conferees representing the Sen­ 
ate and House huddle to consid­ 
er more than 150 differences in 
the tax cut versions passed by 
the two branches. 
Although 
the 
Senate 
and 
House are $500 million apart on 
over-all 
reductions, 
most of 
their differences are considered 
minor. 
Not in controversy are the 
cuts for individual and corpo­ 
rate taxpayers. 
Taxpayers subject to with­ 
holding deductions will have an 
estimated $800 million more in 
their pay envelopes e v e r y 
month. 
The extra money for 80 mil­ 
lion individuals and 550,000 busi­ 
ness taxpayers is expected by 
the administration to give the 
national economy a shot in the 
arm to inoculate it against a 
business slump. 
Tile Senate passed the bill 
Friday ahead of schedule. Its 
version called for an $11.6 bil­ 
lion reduction. 
The House measure passed 
Sept. 25 provided for cuts of 
about $11.1 billion. 
Most reductions in both plans 
would be effective retroactively 
to Jan. I of this year. 
Somewhere between the two 
figures, the conferees hope to 
reach agreement 
before Feb. 
22, which would leave the Sen­ 
ate and the House six working 
days to consider the compro­ 
mise and send it to the Presi­ 
dent before March I. 
The President wants quicker 
action. He would like to have 
the lower withholding rates go 
into effect as soon as possible. 
The bookkeeping machinery to 
do this takes an estimated two 
weeks or more to get into high 
gear. 
Wages and salaries are now 
subject to 18 per cent withhold­ 
ing rates. The House voted to 


drop this to 15 per cent for this 
year and 14 per cent starting 
next Jan. I. The Senate, at the 
President’s prodding, voted to 
drop the rate to 14 per cent im­ 
mediately to put more spending 
money into workers’ pockets. 
The Senate and House voted 
to cut individual rates from 
their present 20 to 91 per cent 
range to 14 to 70 per cent. Two- 
thirds of the reduction would 
become effective this year and 
one-third next year. 
Both branches voted to re­ 
duce existing corporate rates 
from 52 per cent to 50 per cent 
this year and to 48 per cent 
next year.

The principals were asked: 
“From your observations, do

student smoking?” 
Fifty-s.x per cent said “yes,” 
44 per cent said “no.” 
Virtually all the principals 
reported their schools regularly 
provide 
classroom 
instruction 
about the dangers of smoking. 
The rest said such instruction 
has been added since the sur­ 
geon 
general’s 
report 
last 
month singled out smoking as a 
serious health hazard. 
The principals reported that 
state laws which prohibit teen­ 
agers from yirchasing or using 
cigarettes ard “ usually not en­ 
forced” and “completely inef­ 
fective.”

smoking on school buses or 
within several hundred yards of 
the school buildings.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi 
dent Johnson, declaring that 
Americans need, want and can 
afford “the best of health,” 
urged Congress today to vote 
medical insurance for the aged 
this year. 
In a special message to Con­ 
gress on health problems, John­ 
son also announced he is create 
ing a Commission on Heart Dis­ 
ease, Cancer and Strokes to find 
ways by the end of this year to 
reduce the hazards of these dis­ 
eases by developing new knowl­ 
edge and better using existing 
knowledge. 
Tile first item In the lengthy 
presidential message was hospi­ 
tal insurance for the aged — a 
controversial program that has 
been before Congress for at 
least four years. 
Spelling 
out 
the 
principal 
goals of his proposal, Johnson 
recommended that the insur­ 
ance program be 
financed in 
part by increasing the annual 
earnings subject to Social Se­ 
curity 
taxes 
from 
$4,800 to 
$5,200. 
Thus all workers covered by 
Social 
Security 
and 
earning 
more than $4,800 would pay 
more in taxes to finance the 
system. 
Johnson said insurance bene­ 
fits should be available to every­ 
one who reaches 65. If the work­ 
er is not covered by the Social 
Security program, he said, the 
cost of insurance should be paid 
for out of appropriations. 
In addition to raising the So­ 
cial Security tax base and pro­ 
viding for appropriations for the 
non-Social Security cases, John­ 
son asked Congress to increase 
the Social Security tax rate by 
one-quarter of one per cent for 
both workers and their em­ 
ployers. 
This, he said, would insure 
that the m e d i c a l insurance 
would be “ soundly funded.” 
Johnson 
said 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments “should cover the cost of 
services customarily furnished 
in semiprivate accommodations 
in a hospital, but not the cost 
of the services of personal phy­ 
sicians.” 
He said the plan would “ in no 
way hinder the patient’s freedom 
to choose his doctor, hospital or 
nurse.” 
In announcing the new Com­ 
mission on Heart Disease, Can­ 
cer and strokes, Johnson said it 
will be composed of persons 
prominent in medicine and pub­ 
lic affairs and will submit rec 
onunendations for action by the 
end of the year. 
Johnson’s health program al 
so calls for a five-year exten­ 
sion of the federal program to 
promote hospital construction, 
which is scheduled to end June 
30. 
Johnson also called for great 
er federal 
help for 
nursing 
homes and hospitals for those 
chronically ill.

Barry Goldwater comes 
from too small a state—Arizona 
has only five electoral votes 
compared with New York’s 43- 
and, although he is an Epis-" 
copalian. he has a Jewish back* 
ground that might handicap him 
in a tight race. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York has had that divorce, 
which is bad, and he married 
a young divorcee, which is ter­ 
rible. 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon can’t escape the 
sour smell of defeat. 
Among other handicaps, real 
or imaginary, Gov. William W.

Now, with costs soaring astro­ 
nomically, a man must have 
money, or easy access to it, if 
he is to arrive at the convention 
with any sizable supply of votes.

Because the job has been 
given so often to a party hack 
or wheelhorse, the age of vice 
presidential candidates has av­ 
eraged five years older than 
that of the men who headed the 
ticket.

Which brings us to a vital 
point, and a distressing one just 
now to Republicans: Nothing 
gives a man presidential stature 
like a stint in the White House 
Teddy Roosevelt, Calvin Cool­ 
idge and Harry Truman stepped 
up from the vice presidency and 
then won a four - year term on 
their own. 
Before the conventions in 1960 
almost every democratic leader 
would give a long list of reasons 
why Lyndon Johnson shouldn’t 
be president. 
Some of these objections are 
as valid as they ever were, ex 
cept for this vital difference: 
LBJ is in the White House now.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Steel 
production is about 13.5 per cent 
ahead of last year with orders 
coming in faster than shipments 
are going out. Steel magazine 
reported today.

promises, the publica­ 
tion said. 
A few mills in the Midwest 
are now quoting a four to six 
weeks wait, with others about 
to make four weeks the mini­ 
mum. 
In the 
East, 
delivery 
promises h a v e tightened on 
peciality steel products. 
“Hot rolled coils are being 
quoted at two to three weeks, 
but buyers are having a hard 
ime getting the inside prom­ 
ise,” the magazine said. 
“With such demand, there is 
little doubt that the industry is 
heading for a good production 
year,” the national metalwork­ 
ing 
weekly 
added. 
“Current 
forecasts vary from 110 million 
to 114 million tons.” 
Major producers of light, flat 
rolled products have been book 
ing orders at 75 to 85 per cent 
of capacity, while melting raw 
steel at a 65 to 70 per cent rate 
Steel reported. 
The auto industry, steel’s best 
customer, will continue to give 
the m arket more support than 
any other consuming group, at 
least until construction activity 
hits full strike, Steel said. 
Automakers hope to build 2,- 
108,000 cars and 407,000 trucks 
this quarter, Steel said. If they 
do, auto - truck output of 2,515,- 
000 units will be higher than that 
)f any previous quarter in his­ 
tory. Best p r e v i o u s perfor­ 
mance: 2,506.378 in the second 
quarter of 1955.

The World Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
country’s effort to isolate Fidel 
Castro is beginning to look sick 
if only because business is busi­ 
ness. 
It’s not a one-way street, ei­ 
ther. 
A British 
newspaper, 
the 
Daily Mail, complained bitterly 
over the weekend because a 
leading British physiologist, un­ 
able to get enough research 
funds for his work in his home­ 
land. is leaving for the United 
States. 
This is a frank acknowledg­ 
ment of business rivalry at a 
time when the United States is 
complaining 
bitterly 
because 
British and French firms are 
selling Castro millions of dol­ 
lars’ worth of buses, trucks and 
tractors. 
They are not the only friends 
or allies who are dealing, or are 
expected to deal, with Cuba. 
Spain is expected to buy 200,- 
000 tons of Cuban sugar this 
year, 
the 
Netherlands 
and 
Japan about 100,000 tons each 
Castro in turn is expected to 
buy things from Japan. 
This country was angered per­ 
haps even more when France 
recognized 
Red 
China 
which 
this country would like to iso­ 
late, just as it would Castro. So 
far it has kept Red China out 
of the United Nations. 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
being very practical, said it was 
just the practical thing to do, 
since the reality is that the Red 
Chinese run the China m ain­ 
land. He is also buting into 
Southeast Asia and Latin Amer 
ica. 
The British prime minister 
Sir Alec Douglas-Home, even 
made stepped-up British trade 


with Cuba sound like a device 
for destroying Castro’s revolu­ 
tionary fervor. 
He 
defended 
it 
this 
way: 
“People become less Commu­ 
nist when they’re more com­ 
fortable.” 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, run­ 
ning for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination, as usual has 
a simple answer. He says he’d 
use warships to stop British or 
French ships from carrying car­ 
goes to Cuba.

in on over the years. 
With the Soviet Union using oil as a 
weapon to disrupt free world markets 
of the essential commodity, by dump­ 
ing huge

state - established prices, many depart­ 
ments of government i n Washington 
have found convenient paths into the 
oil f i e l d s for their own particular 
brand of regulation. 
The State Department has adopted 
oil as a tool in foreign policy to the ex­ 
tent its recommendations on imports of 
petroleum products 
have 
frequently 


carried m ore weight than those of any 
other official agency. 
Oil regulation is in itself a compli­ 
cated business, with depletion allow­ 
ances, production quotas, import and 
export barriers and even ownership de­ 
terminations of the oil fields, but when 
oil becomes a weapon in the hands of 
unrelated government agencies, the 
possibilities of m ism anagem ent run the 
gam ut from dam age to the industry 
to political connivance.

Nothing is simple. The State 
Department and the Pentagon 
handle U. S. policy as it affects 
our position 
in West Berlin. 
From West Berlin the agency 
known as RIAS (or Radio in 
the American Sector) conducts 
broadcasting operations t h a t 
carry our propaganda into East 
Germany. Some of the programs 
go direct — but a number of 
them have, in the past, been, 
routed through Munich, where 
there has been a more power­ 
ful transm itter. 
Now the word comes that the 
Munich transm itter, which was 
capable of reaching all of Cen­ 
tral Europe, has been closed 
down. The transm itter belonged 
to the Voice of America, which 
had “ rented” it to RIAS. The

The 
wire itself had to be maintained 
by the East Germans to keep 
its tone in order. Since they got 
paid for this service, they are 
happy to let the broadcasts pro­ 
ceed.

There is a tendency to mini­ 
mize the importance of frost­ 
bite. Yet this unhappy result of 
overexposure to freezing tem ­ 
peratures can produce serious 
injury. 
Simple precautions and t h e 
recognition of early symptoms 
of frostbite 
can prevent 
long 
and painful periods of unneces­ 
sary illness and incapacitation 
The very first sign of frostbite 
is usually a persistent “p i n s 
and needles” sensation of the 
tips of the fingers, the toes, the 
ear lobes or the nose. Numb 
ness and skin pallor next be 
-come noticeable. Strangely, the 
pale, blanched skin later turns 
a bluish-red. 
F r o s t b i t e is preventable. 
Warm clothing (preferably in 
several layers), warm, dry, in­ 
sulated socks and gloves, and 
waterproof shoes should be worn 
by anyone who m u s t be sub­ 
jected to severely coid tem­ 
peratures. Loth mg and shoes 
should not be so tight that they 
restrict circulation. 
An excellent suggestion f o r 
motorists is to carry an estra 
supply of heavy clothing and 
warm overshoes in their auto­ 
mobiles, should “ hiking” 
to a 
garage for assistance become 
necessary. 
If you suspect that someone 
has frostbite, bring them indoors 
to a w a r m room. Do not rub 
or massage too vigorously the 
frozen part of the body. Gentle 
thawing is recommended. This 
can be done by immersing the 
frost-bitten area in tepid or cool 
water. 
Ice or snow should not be ap­ 
plied to the frozen arm or leg. 
It merely interferes saith the 
important thawing-out process. 
Remember, too, that a frost-bit­ 
ten leg or arm is less sensitive 
than a normal one. Bathing it 
with hot water can cause severe 
burns. 
P r o m p y medical attention 
with antibiotics, anticoagulants 
and other drugs, under the su­ 
pervision of a doctor, can pre­ 
vent infection, which is some­ 
times a complication of frost­ 
bite. 
Preparation for cold weather 
and the prevention of frostbite 
does not 
take exacting judg­ 
ment. Rather does it need 
the 
sensible anticipation 
of te m 
perature changes that can spell 
the difference between comfort 
and possible danger to life and 
limb.

Hie 
County 
of 
Pickaway, 
formed from parts of Ross, 
Fairfield and Franklin counties, 
was erected by act of the Gen­ 
eral A s s e m b l y convened in 
Chillicothe, then the capital of 
Ohio, on January 12. 1810. This 
same body passed a resolution 
appointing three men as com- 
: missiohers — “to fix on the 
* most eligible spot for the seat 
of Justice in the County of 
- Pickaway.” 
An account of the various 
steps taken by the commission­ 
ers appeared: 
“Our duty was considered 
a very important one. A thor­ 
ough examination of all the 
places which had been men- 
t i o n e d was m a d e , visi- 
t i n g Bloomfield 
and some 
» points west of the river. The 
Old Indian fortifications, with 
the mound and circle and 
* square, were then intact. The

as was the interior, covered 
with large trees and heavy 
undergrowth. These fortifica­ 
tions were s e l e c t e d for 
the county seat in preference 
to all other places, which had 
been e x a m i n e d . In decid­ 
ing, we thought we were do­ 
ing that which would serve to 
preserve the ancient monu­ 
ments from demolition and 
ruin, and that, with a town 
located here, 
we would be 
surrounded with an interest 
which would protect and care 
for us.” 
Daniel Dreisbach, appointed 
by the court as director, pro­ 
ceeded at once to survey and 
lay out the town according to 
directions, in the form of a cir­ 
cle with streets radiating from 
the center, with 
alleys 
and 
streets in the form of circles 
parallel to the circular space 
about the Court House, which 
was a brick structure, octagon­ 
al in form. By the date set for 
the sale of the lots, September 
IO, 1810, Dreisbach had complet­ 
ed the job. 
The sale of the first lot was a 
memorable event and was cele­ 
brated with a grand barbecue. 
A large number af persons from 
the west side of the river join­ 
ed in the making of an im­ 
mense cheese for the occasion, 
weighing 
s e v e r a l hundred 
pounds, which was drawn to the 
barbecue on a large sled. 
On the first day, 29 lots were 
sold and on the following day 
ll more. The houses were rap­ 
idly pushed to completion and 
by winter 40 families had taken 
up their residence in the new 
town. Four years elapsed be­ 
fore any action was taken to 
incorporate. 
Late in December of 1814 an 
act was passed by the Gener­ 
al Assembly in session at Chilli­ 
cothe to incorporate the Town 
of Circleville, in the County of 
Pickaway. 
Why was this original confor­ 
mation of the towm ever chang­ 
ed? Why wras this most unique

from which the town derived 
its name, obliterated in order 
that the streets might be in 
checkerboard fashion, running 
at right angles to each other?

instigators argued, was that the 
open circular space about the 
Court H ou s e presented a very 
poor appearance, as it was the 
custom of the people from the 
country to hitch and feed their 
teams there, attracting to the 
place hogs and other domestic 
animals that were then allow­ 
ed the freedom to roam. 
However sincere these objec­ 
tions might 
have 
been, 
and 
however important they may 
have seemed to those who urg­ 
ed them, it is not at all likely 
the change would ever have 
been made, had it not occurred 
to someone that, by laying out 
the circular part of the town in 
a square form, quite an amount 
of the waste ground — in the 
center of the circle as well as in 
the four a n g l e s where the 
square portions joined the cir­ 


cle, and in some of the avenues 
and alleys — would become 
available for building lots and 
yield a nice profit over and 
above what the County would 
charge for it. 
Perhaps it was a fair busi­ 
ness transaction in those days 
and was not censured by the 
citizens e x c e p t on aesthetic 
grounds. 
In order to carry out their 
scheme, it first became neces­ 
sary for the promoters to se­ 
cure enabling acts from the 
Legislature and then obtain the 
consent of the property owners 
within the space affected. T h e 
first of these acts was passed 
by the General Assembly on 
March 29, 1837, which authoriz­ 
ed the alteration of the p l a t 
of the town of Circleville. 
But the promoters soon found 
that it was not p o s s i b l e for 
them to obtain consent of all the 
property owners in the entire 
circle, so they induced the Gen­ 
eral A s s e m b l y to pass, on 
March I, 1838, a supplemen­ 
tary act, authorizing the friends 
of the measure to proceed wti!th 
the alterations as soon as the 
consent of all the owners of any 
part (meaning probably 
a n y 
fourth part) of the circle should 
be obtained. 
It was on March 23, 1838 that 
the first steps toward the squar­ 
ing of the southeast quarter of 
the circular portion of the town 
were taken through the appli­ 
cation of three prominent citi­ 
zens to the Court of Common 
Pleas. 
Daniel 
Dreisbach, 
di­ 
rector of the town, was order­ 
ed by the court to convey to the 
said parties all the i n t e r e s t 
of Pickaway County in said part 
of Circleville, for the consider­ 
ation of $750. 
On September 15, 1838 the 
same parties took similar ac­ 
tion for the squaring of the 
northwest quarter of the circle. 
The consideration was the same 
as in the first transaction. 
Eleven years after the first 
two quarters of the circle had 
been squared, The Circleville 
Squaring Co. started their so­ 
called improvements to t h e 
northeast quarter of the circle. 
On August 17, 1849 they ob­ 
tained a deed for the County 
lands for the sum of $75. 
Five years later, the last 
quarter — the southwest fourth 
of the c i r c l e was undertak­ 
en. An order from the court 
and a deed d a t e d March 6. 
1856 was secured — no consid­ 
eration named. 
The actual work of rearrang­ 
ing the streets, removing many 
buildings and the erection of 
others took many years. T h e 
work of grading the streets and 
building lots gradually effaced 
every trace of the ancient en­ 
closures and completely obliter­ 
ated the circle constructed by 
the first builders. 
The town, deriving its name 
from being built around a circle 
had changed its nucleus spot to 
a square — had accomplished 
a feat hitherto regarded as im­ 
possible in geometry — h a d 
squared its “circle.” 
Thus, what might have been 
an incomparable heritage, be­ 
came just another distinguished 
tradition of Circleville.

It blamed debris burners 
and smokers for 964 of the 
blazes.

Since March 1963, the last nor­ 
mal precipitation month, the wa­ 
ter deficiency stands at 12.74 
inches. 
The 24 boating victims were 
claimed in 78 accidents Ln which 
32 other persons required at 
least 72 hours of hospital treat­ 
ment, and property damage of 
$41,206 was caused. Boating ac 
cident deaths dropped from 36 
in 1961 and 31 in 1962.

The division reported 58 
boats, 68 motors and 8 boats 
with motors attached were stol­ 
en. Those figures were under 
the 1962 totals when 85 boats, 95 
motors and 9 boat-motor units 
were pilfered.

Civil Righters 
Rap Segregation 


CINCINNATI (AP)—It looks 
as if thousands of Cincinnati 
public school students will not 
be in class Tuesday. 
The on-day boycott to protest 
alleged de facto segregation in 
the schools became almost in­ 
evitable Sunday night when a 
coordinating committee of civil 
rights groups rejected a media­ 
tion offer by three clergymen 
and a Negro member of City 
Council. 
Committee members went to 
their meeting from an earlier 
meeting of the Board of Educa­ 
tion, which voted to accept the 
mediation offer if the civil rights 
groups abandon the boycott and 
drop a lawsuit against the board. 
In a counteraction, the civil 
rights groups sent out a tele­ 
gram shortly after midnight 
calling on the School Board too 
agree too a consent judgment in 
the lawsuit. The civil rights 
groups suggested that the mat­ 
ter be referred to a biracial 
committee set up through mu­ 
tual agreement. 
The civil rights groups had 
rejected the mediation offer Sat­ 
urday shortly after it was made 
by Councilman Theodore M. 
Berry and the clergymen, but 
indicated 
then they 
m i g h t 
change their mind. 
“We do not need any commit­ 
tee to translate what we want 
or what the board of education 
wants,” Mrs. Lucille Green, sec­ 
retary of the local chapter of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
said in explaining the commit­ 
tee’s decision Sunday night. 
Another meeting between the 
board and the civil rights groups 
was scheduled for today. 
The civil rights groups say 
the School Board discriminates 
in teacher and pupil assign­ 
ments; that schools with pre­ 
dominantly Negro pupils have 
poorer 
equipment, 
and 
that 
school district boundaries have 
been gerrymandered to keep the 
races apart as much as possible.
